Ourselves and Industry 
The Man Who Takes the Risk 


By E. E, Lincoln 


Every man who goes into business 
for himself must take certain risks. 
This is as true of the newsboy on the 
street as it is of the owner of the big 
department store before which the 
aewsboy stands and hawks his papers. 
A spell of bad weather would mean 
poor business for both. 

But this is only one example of the 
many kinds of risks which must be 
faced. Modern business, with its 
world-wide markets, its large: indus- 
trial organizations, and its minute di- 
vision of labor, has greatly increased 
the amount of risk that somebody must 
assume. 

If we take as an illustration the 
village cobbler, we shall see that the 
tisk he took when he made a pair of 
shoes on his customer’s orders is quite 
trivial compared with the risks as- 
sumed in the modern business of man- 
ufacturing and selling shoes. Today 
the materials for millions of pairs of 
shoes must be bought, and the shoes 
made up atid distributed in advance of 
actual demand from consumers. 

Along the line, from the ‘raw ma- 
terials to the finished goods in the 
hands of the last buyer, it is neces- 
sary for-a number of people to take 
heavy risks. No manufacturer knows 
just what bis competitors are doing. 

é and they together may overstock 
the market, and this would result in 
price cutting and a loss of profits. 
Again, while the goods are being man- 
ufactured prices may break so sharply 
that the shoes will have to be sold at 
less than cost. 

There is also the risk from sudden 
changes in style, which make it diffi- 
cult to market goods that are not in 


; accord with the latest fashion, no mat- 


ter how good their quality. 

Some manufacturers succeed in re- 
ducing the risks of their business by 
making up goods only to order. This, 
however, merely means the passing of 
the risk to someone else, usually the 
wholesaler or the retailer, 


These dealers also try sometimes to 
“play safe” by buying in small quai- 
tities and frequently duplicating their 
orders, thus forcing the manufacturer ' 
to assume part of the cost and risk of 
carrying stocks of goods. 

The important point in all this is’ 
that somewhere along the line of dis- 
tribution somebody must bear the risks - 
incident to carrying on business. The: 
value of such a service to business is_ 
not often fully appreciated. Without: 
this means of relieving manufacturers 
both of the burden of finding consum- 
ers for their products, and of the risk 
of carrying large stocks of goods un- 
til they are wanted, business would 
move at a much slower pace and our 
wants would not be nearly so well 
satisfied as they are at present. 

One group of risk-takers buys raw 
materials and stores them at con- 
venient points where manufacturers 
miay obtain them as needed. They 
supply farmers, too, with facilities for 
the prompt disposal of their grain,« 
cotton, and wool at any time they. de- 
sire to sell. Small offerings by indi- 
vidual farmers are thus collected and 
made ready for the manufacturers at 
any time they wish to buy. 

Such dealers form a connecting link 
betwen producers of raw materials and 
manufacturers on the one hand, and 
between manufacturers and consumers 
of finished goods on the other. They 
share the risks of business, find a mar- 
ket for the producer, study the. con- 
sumer’s needs, and undertake to sat- 
isfy his wants. 

These are highly valuable services, 
and the more rapidly industry expands 
the more valuable and indispensable 
such men become. .Those who per- 
form such services, involving a, high 
degrce of risk, are real producers, and 
are entitled to their reward along 
with others engaged in equally 
useful though different occupations.

these new voters should seek to 
achieve some measure of political 
solidarity through the organization 
of their own political party is re- 
garded as a na‘ural product of the 
times. : ) 
Recognizing this normal ten- 
dency among the newly’enfranchis- 
ed workers, the government is 
understood to have determined up- 
on a policy of toleration and len- 
jiency toward the. new party which 
is now in process of formation. 
Planks advocating purely domestic 
reforms that do not run_ con- 
trary to fundamentals of the Jap- 


anese governmental! ‘gystem will 
not be interfered with by’ the 
government. 


Policy of Toleration 
It is reported, however, that 
the proletarians intended to adont 
a platfor declaring for nationaliz- 
ation of land, opposing conscript-

measures. Any attempts to dis- 


seminate doctrines of this sort, 
which are regarded as communis- 
tic and subversive of the best in- 
terests of the nation, will be 
sternly suppressed, according to 
seemingly authentid! information. 
The platform of the proletarian 
party, it is expected will contain 
planks demanding universal suff- 
rage for persons of bot sexes 
over eighteen years of age; the 
abolition of the House of Peers, 
the Privy Council, the general 
staff of the army and the naval

excess of street car service per 
mtile, and only slightly behind the 
speed of private automobile or 
taxi service. 

Considering that the cost of the 
motor bus. service is one cent 
higher than street car fare, the 
success of the new company is 
marked. It is adding new buses 
‘rapidly. The old companies are 
| putting on buses to meet the 
| competition. 

Major E. R. Covell, assistant 
engineer commissioner of the 
public utilities commission, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, says that the! 
motor bus will undoubtedly cause 
great changes in the near future 
in Washington transportation. 

Although motor bus operation 
}in Boston proper is quite new, 
buses there are already supplant- 
ing trolleys on many lines. 

This substitution of the motor 
bus for the trolley car, so far 
as it has progressed in Boston, 
has been made voluntarily by 
the street car company which 
controls Boston transit system, 
the Boston Elevated railways. 

Substitution has occurred no- 
ticeably in the old quarter, where 
the streets are narrow and croock- 
ed, and where large street cars 
almost choked the streets. 

On such streets the company 
tearing up the rails and giving 
motor bus service; it is estimated 
that about 10 miles of rails have 
been taken up in Boston proper 
since the advent ‘of tke motor 
bus as a cheap and_ practical 
means of. transportation. 

The Boston Elevated operates 
about 120 motor buses in Boston 
proper atthe present time; but 
this number is increasing rapidly 
because, according to the chief 
of the transportation division of 
this company, the bus era is just 
beginning there and is slated for 
rapid development. 

This company is in a position 
to admit that the bus is a most 
satisfactory operating unit on the 
street surface of crowded areas, 
both because of its flexibility and 
because of the greatly decreased 
capital investment represented by 
a motor bus line-in comparison 
with a trolley line. 

It admits this because most of 
its downtown lines are either be- 
low or above the street surface. 
The subway is highly developed 
in Boston. Subways are used for 
both local and long haul ex=- 
press passenger service, and this 
is true also of the elevated lines, 
Both systems of transit being 
under one management, they 
co-ordinated to a. high degree.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22. — Mrs. 
Woodrow Wilson leaned far 
the gallery railing the Senate 
this afternoon and gazed down 
upon Robert M. La Follette as he 
was uttering a dignified criticism 
of Woodrow Wilson's part in 
fashioning the Treaty of Versailles 
and his efforts to precipitate the 
United States 
Nations. 

Three seats removed from Mrs. 
Wilson, on the ‘same bench, sat 
Alice Roosevelt Longworth gazing 
through her lorgnette down upon 
the Senate scene.

youth rising to say that he had 
come to speak for the things his 
father advocated. 

Mrs. Wilson, 1% was reported, 
had come to the Senate for the 
first time since the cOurt debate 
opened in the behalf that perhaps 
she would see at least a part of 
her husband's work written into 
the supreme law of the’ United 
States—adherence to the World 
Court of the League of Nations. 

Partly concealed by widow’s 
weeds, her chiseled countenance 
reflected charm and dignity. 

Quietly she sat through the 
hours of battle. She heard her 
husband extolled in the best elo- 
quence the Democratic side could 
muster. 

But it was not until -Senator 
Robert Marion La Follette arose 
to make his first set speech, that 
she stirred.

President Wilson would brook 
no opposition. He insisted’ that 
the Senate should sign the Ver- 
sailles treaty creating the League 
of Nations, on the dotted line. 

He went to the country confi- 
dent he would win an overwhelm- 
ing victory. I doubt if ever there 
has been a more striking example 
of mistaken judgment, or a more 
complete reversal of political for- 
tune, in the history of this govern- 
ment. 

It may be that public interest 
is not as intense now as it was 
then. Nevertheless the conviction 
of tfle peOple, on this proposed 
court is much akin to the senti- 
ment regarding the Versailles 
treaty and the league. 

The League of Nations was made 
the paramount issue in the 1920 
Presidential campaign at the dic- 
tation of President Wilson. Many 
‘Democrats accepted the League of 
Nations against their own inclina- 
tion because it had been made the 
issue with the President. 

Mr. President, it is a fact that 
many Republicans in this cham- 
ber personally have great dis- 
taste for this resolutiop ratifying’ 
our entrance into the international 
court. ;
